Section 1. NEW SECTION. 256G.1 LEGISLATIVE INTENT.

It is the intent of the general assemblg to develop a state
research and development prekindergarten through grade twelve
school in order to do the following:

1. To raise and sustain the level of all prekindergarten
through grade twelve students™ educational attainment and
personal development through innovative and promising teaching
practice.

2. To enhance_the preparation and professional competence
10 of the educators in this state through collaborative inquiry
11 and exchange of professional knowledge in teaching and
12 learning.

13 3. To focus on research that transforms teaching practice
14 to meet the changing needs of this state"s educational system.

Sec. 6. RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT SCHOOL INFRASTRUCTURE.

1. a. There is appropriated from the general fund of the
state to the university of northern lowa for the fiscal year
beginning July 1, 2009, and ending June 30, 2010, the
following amount, or so much thereof as is necessary, to be
used for the purposes designated:

For a contract with a design firm to evaluate the condition
of the center for early development education in Cedar Falls
and determine an approximate cost of both renovation of the
current facility and new construction with a recommendation as
to which is more feasible:

b. The design firm"s recommendation shall consider the
following property elements:

1 Grounds, utility, and paving systems.

2 Exterior systems, including the roof, walls, windows,
exterior doors, and structural components.

_(3) Interior systems, including walls, doors, floors, and

ceilings.

4 Fire and life safety issues.

5 Readily achievable design features meetin? the
requirements of the federal Americans With Disabilities Act.

(6) Heating, ventilation, and air conditioning including
control mechanisms.

7 Electrical and electrical distribution system.
8 Plumbing.

9 Fire protection.

10 Elevators.

c. The design firm shall report in fiscal year 2010=2011
to the president, the director, and the transition team the
results of i1ts evaluation and recommendation.

2. The renovation or rebuilding of the center for early
development education shall be funded from a direct
appropriation from the rebuild lowa infrastructure fund
created In section 8.57. Leadership in energy and
environmental design certification shall be sought in order
that the research and development school serve as a model of
energy efficiency and design.

3. A three=year timeline to establish the research and
development school is proposed for the university and_the
department. A transition team, appointed by the president and
the director, shall develop and implement specific transition
plans for the first year of the transition and for the entire
three=year transition period in order to establish a
functioning research and development school at the end of the
transition period. The transition team shall use the
recommendations for each year of the_transition as submitted
in the report of the committees required by 2008 lowa Acts,
chapter 1101, to oversee the transition.

EXPLANATION

This bill provides for the establishment of a state
research and development prekindergarten though grade 12
school based on a three=year transition plan. The bill sets
out the basic structure of the school, including the
legislative intent, the school®s basic funding, the school”s
governance, and the school®s infrastructure.

The research and development school®"s funding would include
being eligible for school foundation aid; funding from the
secure an advanced vision for education fund; additional
research fundin%, if needed, from the school budget review
committee; and funding from the university of northern lowa
(UNI) that currently supports the Price laboratory school.

The bill sets out the research and development school®s
governance such that UNI governs the facility, faculty,
staffing, and grounds. The department of education is
responsible for accrediting the teachers and staff. A
1l4=member advisory council will review and evaluate the
educational processes and results of the school. An
eight=member standing institutional research committee will
serve as the clearinghouse for the investigative and applied
research at the school, including creating research protocols,
approving research proposals, and reviewing the quality and
results of performed research.

The research and development school®s infrastructure is
based on a three=year transition plan from the current Price
laboratory school. The bill calls for a design firm to be
hired to evaluate the current school facility and determine
whether renovation or new construction is the most feasible
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option. The design firm"s report is due in FY 2010=2011 and
the bill makes an appropriation of $35,000 for the cost of the
evaluation.

The bill states that the cost of renovation or rebuilding
for the school shall be funded from the rebuild lowa
infrastructure fund and that leadership in energy and
environmental design certification be sought.

The bill requires that a three=year timeline be established
and that a transition team be appointed in order to have a
functioning research and development school at the end of
three years.
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
